Statistics of Bryan's Tour. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 6.—When 
Mr. 


Bryan reached Lincoln last night he had 
been absent from his home for about 
fiVs weeks. 
Since the campaign be- 
f 


gun he has travelled 16,000 miles and de- j 
livered 600 speeches. 
The greater-part 


of the tour just completed was made 
on the special car Rambler, which, for 
the most part, was attached to special 
trains. 
During the tour speeches have 


been made in succession in Nebraska, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Indiana, Illinois, Michl- 
g-an, Ohio, New York, West Virginia, 
Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey. 
Incidental visits were also made to the 
states of Kentucky, Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania and Connecticut. 
One set speech 


•was delivered in Louisville and another 
at New Haven. 
Brief talks were made 


in two or three other Connecticut towns, 
as were also in Philadelphia and Alexan- 
dria, Va. 


In point of time, New York and Illi- 


nois have receiver! more attention from 
the national candidate than any other 
two states. The campaign has been con- 
fined almost exclusively to the country 
east of Lincoln and north of the Mason 
and Dixon line. 
There have been sev- 


eral speeches in Kansas and Nebraska, 
but up to this time o-«.ly the eastern part 
of each of those tv.-o states has re- 
ceived attention. 
Connecticut is the 


only New England state which has beeii 
visited, and only upon the occasion of 
the visit to Louisville did Mr. Bryan 
go south of the Ohio river.

McCullagh Says His Depu 


ties Will Make Arrests 


Without Warrants 


New York, Nov. 6.—Superintendent of 


Elections McCullagh last night sent to 
the board of police commissioners, the 
chief of police, his deputies, the police 
inspectors and to the mayor, a communi- 
cation, in which Mr. McCullagh aays in 
l,art: 


"Recently I have received Information 


from sourcas which I consider reliable 
to the effect that conrerttd and organizs-d 
attempts will be made in many of the 
election districts in this city by the law- 
less element of the community to inter- 
fere with and intimidate the legal voters 
of this city on election day, when they 
appear at the polls to vote. 
While I 


charge no particular person at this tima 
with being responsible for the contem- 
plated invasion of the rights of citizen- 
ship, I do not hesitate to state that tha 
element engaged in the contemplated 
violation of law has been greatly en- 
eoiiraged and fortified by the open ad- 
vocacy of violence at the polls reported 
in the daily prints by persons prominent 
in political activity." 


Mr. McCullagh goes on to say that open 


threats have been made that his depu- 
ties will b,e assaulted it they attempt 
to do their duty, and says that these 
"conspiracies against the purity of the 
election franchise" have been watched 
in dives and resorts to which the police 
have had their attention called, and ha 
further calls on the authorities to close 
on election day these dives, a list of 
which he had previously sent the police. 
He also calls attention to the law against 
the sale of liquor on election day, and 
demands its enforcement, threatening 
prosecution if the laws against the clos- 
ing of dives and saloons is not enforced, 
and if the police allow any disturbances 
Bt the polls. 
He says his deputies al- 


ready have warrants, and will arrest 
•without warrants any persons violating 
the election laws. 


Speaking of Chief Devery's command, 


Superintendent McCullagh said he had 
not heard of it until after he had sent 
his communication to the police board 
and others. He said that his communi- 
cation was a. full reply to Chief Devery. 


Chief Devery yesterday sent the fol- 


lowing instructions to be used, on elec- 
tion day to all the commanders of po- 
lice precincts in Greater New Yo'rk: 


"Tactics and methods of intimidation 


perpetrated upon respectable 
citizens 


who have been one year in the state, four 
months in any of the four counties of 
New York city, namely, New York, 
Kings, Queens and Richmond, who have 
resided 30 days in an election district 
and who are legal voters, by John McCul- 
lagh, superintendent of elections, will 
not be tolerated or permitted by the po- 
lice department, and the commanding 
officers of the department will give all 
complaints touching on such matters 
their special attention, and will instruct 
the members of their commands to use 
all means within their power to protect 
the honest rights and franchise of all 
citizens on election day."

State- 
ments of different officials vary aa to 
the cause of he accident, but one of tha 
engineers of the steamer, who for obvious 
reasons refused to allow his name to- be 
used, said that it will take five months to 
repair the damask which is to the ex- 
tent of from $250,000 to $300,000.

usually big sea struck the ship, he said, 
throwing the stern out of the water, and 
the propellers, having no resistance, 
made frightfully rapid revolutions, which 
caused the starboard engine to race, and

Four 
of the six cylinders are

wrecked, two piston rods are bent, one 
connecting rod is bent, and the starboard 
engine shaft is sprung six inches.

and prosperity. The occasion was a 
triumph for Mr. Houghton, such as is 
rarely equalled. A man was with 
honor in his own country 
when 


Mr. Houghtoni rose to speak to the .peo- 
ple he has known and lived with, who 
received him with an ovation such as 
is accorded to few. 


Although Mr. Houghton was followed 


by Michael H. Murray of Boston, one 
of the most eloquent speakers who 
have addressed local voters, it was 
Mr. Houghton's statement that drew 
to the hall an audience which included 
the most earnest anH thoughtful men 
and women of the city. 


Odd Fellows' hall was packed. Not

an hour, delivering what was in every

Plain and mat- 
ter of fact much of the time, filled with 
the statement of condition's rather than 
with attempts at oratory, it rosa at 
times to the truest eloquence, the elo- 
quence of truth put forth with s-incere 
earnestness, that held the audience 
epell bound.

The 
city's interest are first, and rightly so 
in our hearts. I believe it is owing to 
this that North Adams is today fore- 
most in the ranks of the young inldus- 
trial cities of *5r:w England, and it is 
with pardonable pride that we find it 
now the first city of Berkshire. 


But while we pride ourselves here, we 


should not forget for a moment that 
if the present prosperity of the country 
should be reversed by a mistake next 
Tuesday, it would strike North Adams 
a fatal blow, more disasterous to our 
interest than to those of a. community 
of retired wealth. We are all aoUng 
with one enS in view. We may uiuer in 
judgment, but we all want continued 
prosperity for North Adams. 


The problem is a business question 


which each man must settle for him- 
self. But we should settle it with the 
best advice of experience that we can 
obtain to guide us. If we were to enter 
a business of our ownl we should want 
to c'onsult with some one of experience 
and whose interests are identical with 
ours, if possible. To whom shall we 
turn in this question 
Ask a lifelong 


republican, and he will doubtless tell 
you you to vote for the republican can- 
didates. You say this is the result of 
bias. Turn! to a democrat, and he may 
tell you to vote for the candidates of 
his party. But in this case, I would 
advise you now to take the advice of 
a life-long democrat, a man who needs 
no introduction to you, for you all 
know him.

He found up- 
on the statute books a law which com- 
pelled the buying- of silver, to satisfy 
the silver mine owners of the west, 
to the extent of 4,500,000 
ounces a 


month. The buying was kept up until 
1893, 
when we had a panic and Mr. 


Cleveland found it was necassarv to 
cal Ian extra session of congress. Up 
to that time we had »*rchased $147,- 
000,000 worth of silver bullion 
and 


stored it up in the mints and in the 
store houses of the treasury of the 
United States. Upon that bullion we 
had issued $147,000,000 worth of paper 
money which was put into circulation. 


Of course putting- so much silver 


money into circulation soon caused it 
to be sent into the treasury to be re- 
deemed witn gold, as the law called 
for, until ending in 1S93 there had been 
drawn out of the treasury on these sil- 
ver certificates $47,000,000 in one year. 


President Cleveland saw that this 


would deplete the treasury of gold and 
that we should be plunged to a silver 
basis. He called congress together and 
presented the fact, a.nd congress met it 
face to race. You all remember tha 
struggle. He issued a proclamation 
in June and on the 7th of August con- 
gress assembled to take this question 
up. After a very long and healed 
discussion on the part of the house 
and senate, and by the use of sAi tho 
mr-ans and power at the president's 
command, together with the aid of all 
that part of the republican party that 
favored the gold standard, a majority 
repealed this act ^nd cut off the pur- 
chase of silver. 


The P«n1«or'»3 


Ton all remember the r>anic. If vou 


were not in business »du may not *«, 
member it as well as I do, but there 
are a great jtiany business men here, 
and I presume it Is as vivid to them as 
It is to me. It very soon shut down 
many of the manufacturing Industries 
of the country, rates of money were 
high, and the purchasing power of the 
west was largely reduced. The farmers 
had no means to buy- roods. Every- 
thing was filled up full. After a f«w 
years of course things began to mend.

Now I want to com« down to the 


convention In which Mr. Bryan was 
nomln.a.tedi. In 189S M)r. "C^evelandl, 
t:il:intr thf < onrj-'-' he 'Ikl.sntjercd all r,f 
the western eilvcrite* and »uch silver 


republicans in the senate as came from 
the silver states. A erreat many of thu 
democratic party from the south were 
dissatisfied. They claimed that they 
wanted more money. They would like 
to see liat money if they could not get 
silver. Soon after the calling of the 
convention, or perhaps a few weeks 
before that, it dawned upon the de- 
mocrats that there had been a "still 
hunt" in getting a convention together. 
Previous to this Mr. Bryan had been 
delivering silver speeches, and it was 
reported and supposed, and I believe 
it today or I would not state it, that he 
was in the employ of the mine owners 
of the west, getting pay 
for 
the 


speeches that he was making and send- 
ing literature on this subject to every 
country pa'per all over the country, to 
have it published to work up a senti- 
ment. 


The Flglit Aaalnul Silver 


When this thing dawned upon the 


people, the democratic party of the 
east appointed a conmv't .ee, just lie- 
fore the convention, or about the time 
tho convention was aFsemblins:, and 
went on to Chicago. This committee 
had such men as Colonel Yilns, "-x 
postmaster general unc>r Cleveland, 
such men as Secretarp Whitney of the 
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navy and John G. Car-isle. The com- 
mittee were all that 1vpa of men. Fiom 
the state of New York David B. Hill 
and ex-Governor Roswell B. Flower; 
and among others our beloved Gover- 
nor Russel of Massachusetts. 
(Ap- 


ylause.) 


They were to reason with those sil- 


ver people and tell them the wreck 
they would bring to the democratic 
party if they persisted in putting into 
the platform a declaration in favor 
of the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 


They had a meeting at the auditor- 
ium building the night before the 
convention and speeches were made 
by John E. Russell from 
Massachu- 


setts, ex-Congressman, by David B. 
Hill anod by several other New York 
parties, Colonel Vilas for Wisconsin 
and by Governor Russell, but all to no 
avail. The tide coud not be stemmed. 
Then they decided to go into the con- 
vention and fight it out. They did and 
they made the best fight they could 
make, but this silver element, this 
populist element of the south and the 
west, carried the day, and Mr. Bryan 
was norrtiniated after that 
famous 


speech in which the cross of srold was 
bearing down the laboring man. 


The Gold Ticket 


The gold democrats, and all those 


who were dissatisfied, hated to come 
out against their party, and the ylat- 
form. which not only wanted "free sil- 
ver, but wanted to reorganize the su- 
preme court of the United States, one 
of the co-ordinate branches of our gov- 
ernment. A good many of the people 
who assembled at tha.. Convention felt 
they could not sue>i>ort Mr. Bryan in 
his course. 
They believed Mr. Brxan 


and his platform would be the ruina- 
tion of the democratic party. 
They 


had given Mr. Bivan all the advice 
they could, but to no purpose, telling 
him of what President Cleveland's 
course had been, how he felt and how 
all the business men of the country be- 
lieved that the repeal of the 
silver 


clause was the best thing that could 
possibly happen. But it availed no- 
thing. 


The gold democrats, as they were 


called .organized a party, had a con- 
vention and nominated General Palmer 
of Illinois and Buckner of Kentucky, 
sound money men. They 
felt 
they 


could not vote for McKinley at that 
time and they wanted to vote for some- 
body, and to vote for sound democratic 
principles.

No, fellow citizens, this partv that 


had assembled and nominated Brvan 
had simply stolen the name of the 
democratic party.

hlti Inaugural address or through his 
minister called the attenton of Spain 
to the brutality and crime that was 
being committed by the Spaniards In 
Cuba. These Cubans were revolting 
agaiiVst the government 
that 
they 


were under. The spark of liberty that 
burned in the breasts of the men of '76 
was with them, and they wanted 
freedom. 
(Applause.) 
McKinley took 


this matter up and time was given 
to settle this 
thing, two or three 


months, and at last one of our war- 
ships, the Maine, went down into Cu- 
ban waters, simply to be there and see 
what was going on., There was an ex- 
plosion and the Maine was blown ut>. 
It was felt that the deed was done 
by the Spaniards; that was the public 
sentiment. 


Whether that matter was settled the 


best way it could have been I am 
at a loss to know. I was coming over 
on the steamer, when that thins oc- 
curred, after a short '^rip I had taken 
to the othe? side, and I have aften 
thought of the business 
proposition 


that Mr. Marshall Field, probably the 
largest merchant in the United States, 
made to me. 
He said, "I am afraid 


we are going to have war. If the 
blowing up of the Maine was by acci- 
dent then there was no crime to rest 
upon the Spaniards; but if it was an 
external explosion then it would be 
very evident it was 
done by some 


torpedo from the outside. Now." he 
says, "I think if President McKinlev 
had called men from France, Germany, 
England, and perhaps one or two oth- 
er nations, and had them sent to Ha- 
vana to investigate and find out whe- 
ther the Spaniards were guilty, and, if 
so. ask for indemnity or drive the 
Spaniards out, it would save the spill- 
ing of blood. But this wasn't done, 
and whether that woald have been 
the best way or not makes very little 
difference after what has taken place. 


IJewoy In Manila Bay 


Our people 
were stirred as thev 


never have been stirred in this country 
since the civil war. 
Congress passed 


a war measure and war was declared. 
The message went out from Mr. Long, 
the secretary of the navy, to Dewev 
to go to Manila bay and destroy the 
Spanish fleet there, so that it mieht 
be kept from coming here to meddle 
with us and perhaps to get into our 
harbors. Dewey went to Manila and 
you all know the result.. He sailed 
into the bay one morning and bv ! 
o' clock in the afternoon he had de- 
stroyed and captured the Spanish fleet, 
and that left us in possession of that 
port. Afterward Sampson and Scn'ey 
took up the hunt for Cervera's fleet. 
Cervera got into Santiago and they 
bottled him UD there., and when he 
came out, after we had tried to fix 
the channel by sending Hobson to 
sink a ship there, his ships were de- 
stroyed. 
Every ship was captured, 


sunk or disabled, either by the Span- 
iards or by us, and Cervera was can- 
tured and many of his men. 


The Parl* Convention 


Now, 
my friends, this was not a con- 


dition that was expected to come 
to McKinley's administration. 
Soon 


after there was a peace conference call- 
ed, negotiated by the 
minister 
of 


France, to have us meet people in 
France representing the Spaniards.and 
resent the United States in making 
a treaty to settle the war. The treaty 
was made and the conditions of set- 
tlement 
were 
that 
the 
Spaniards 


should move out ana *dave us Cuba 
and Porto Rico. When It came to the 
United States senate, where it had to 
be ratified, there was great opposition, 
Some thought we ought not to take 
the Philippine islands. We paid $20.- 
000,000 for those islands and supposed 
we bought their sovereignty. When 
the matter came before 
the 
senate, 


William Jennings Bryan—I take a dif- 
frent view about this, I may be wrone, 
but I take a different vi«w from -what 
Senator Hoar 
expressed 
the 
other 


night—I 
believe 
that 
Mr. Bryan 


tho/ught it would be a very popular 
thing for the United States to have 
those islands. He went on to the floor 
of congress and log rolled with all his 
democratic friends against the most 
level-headed ones, with 
those who 


were in favor of expansion and in fa- 
vor of taking the islands and with 
those he influenced to go that way he 
helped to make 19 democratic senators 
in favor of the treaty. 
That was one 


more than was necessary to ratify it. 
Had it not been for the action of Mr. 
Bryan and his political influence, he 
claimed to be the head of the democ- 
ratic party, that treaty never could 
have been ratified. 
i>'ow I say, fel- 


low citizens, that if there was 9. crime 
oammatted, Ma Bryan is certain.lv 
just as much responsible for it as Mr. 
McKinley. 
(Loud applause.) 
There 


is a principle in law that man who 
commits a fraud cannot

rourt and claim advantage of it. (Ap- 
plause.) But that is what Mr. Bryan 
is doing. He is a lawyer, or he claims 
to be one, although I never heard that 
he ever did

business. 


(L'aughter), and he must have known 
that when he was getting his friends 
to vote for a treaty that we had naid 
$20,000,000 for that it meant something. 
He could not have been so ienorant 
as not to know. 
He knew that we 


were paying $20,000,000 for what? For 
the Philippines and for the sovereign- 
ty of those people.

Now.my friends, I want to take up 


the issue as confined to this campaign 
outside of the Philippines, but I want 
first to say one word more with regard 
t'o the Philippine question. I believe 
that the beat thinlg would have been for 
A<fcjniral Dewey, when he had destroy- 
ed and sunk the Spanish fleet, to have 
Failed 
away 
if he 
could. 
But he 


couldn't do it. He had to stay there, 
and we had to retain the Philippines. 
Now we have got a rebellion there, and 
I believe that the best interests of this 
country require and the leaat we can do 
after 
the 
ratification of the treaty, 


which Mr. BryarJ is equally responsible 
for with Mr. McKinley, is to put the re- 
bellion down. (Loud Applause.) It will 
not answer to haul-down our flag in the 
Philippines. 
(Applause). 
It

hoisted in honor. Let us not take it 
down in disgrace. 
(Enthusiastic Ap- 


plause). Fellow citizens, this question 
is safer in the hands of a states-man 
like McKinley than in the hands of an 
inexperienced man like Bryan.

The sentiment of the American! peo- 


ple is to give freedom to those islands 
and to treat them as we have promised 
to treat Cuba and Porto Rica, and;

The Silver Question 


Now in regard to the silver question 


and the issues of this campaign out- 
side of the Philippine question, I have 
here the views of Mr. Cleveland, which 
most of you may be familiar with. 
Some of you may not, but they seem to 
me to be good reading and they bring 
us back to the landmarks of true de- 
mocracy. (Applause.) 


This refers to his letter of 1895 to the 


Chicago business men. He says: 
" The situation we are now confront- 


ing demands that those who appreciate 
the importance of this subject, and 
they ought to be the first to see impend 
ing danger, should no longer remain in- 
different or 
overconfident. 
If 
the 


sound money sentimentabroad in the 
land is to save us from mischief and 
disaster, it must be chrystalized and 
combined and made immediately active 


"It is dangerous t'o overlook the fact 


that a vast number of our people, with 
scanty opportunity thus fai to examine 
the question in all its aspects, have 
nevertheless been ingeniously pressed 
with special sugestionls which, in this 
time of misfortune and\ depression, find 
willing listeners prepared to give cre- 
dence to any scheme which is plausi- 
bly presented as a remedy for their un- 
fortunate condition. 


"It ought not to be difficult to con- 


•Unce the wage earner that if there 
were benefits arising from a degener- 
ated currency they would reach him 
least of all and last of all. In an ua- 
healthy stimulation of prices an in- 
creased cost of all the needs of his 
home must be. his portion,, while he at 
the same time vexed with vanishing 
visions of increased wages and 
an 


easier lot. The pages of history and 
experience are full of these lessons. 


"An ingidicms attempt ia made to 


create a prejudice against the advo- 
cates of a safe and sound currency by 
the insinuation, more or less directly 
made, that they belong to financial and 
business classes, and are, therefore, 
not cnly out of sympatky with the com- 
m'on people of the land, but for selfish 
and wicked purposes are willing to sac- 
rifice the interests of those outside their 
circle. 


"I believe that capital and wealth, 


through combination and other means, 
sometimes gain an undue advantage, 
and it must be conteded that the main- 
tenance 'of a sound currency may in a 
sense be invested with a greater or less 
importance to individuals according to 
their conditions and circumstances. 


"It. is, however, onfty a difference in 


degree, since it is utterly impossible 
that any one in tour broad land, rich or 
poor, whatever may be his occupation 
and whether dwelling in a center of 
finance and commerce or in a remote 
corner of tour domain), can be really 
benefited by a financial scheme not 
alike beneficial, or that any one should 
be excluded from a common and uni- 
versal interest in the safe character and 
stable value of the currency of the 
country, 


"Tf reckless discontent and wild ex> 


pe'ience should sweep our 
currency 


from its safe support the most defence- 
less of all who suffer in that time of 
distress ana national discredit will be 
the po'or, as they reckon the loss to 
their scanty suport and the laborer and 
\~orkingmanl, as he sees the money he 
nns received for his toil shrink and 
shrivel in his hand when he tenders it 
for the necessaries to supply his hum- 
"ole home. 


"I will not believe that if our people 


are afforded an intelligent opportunity 
for sober second thought they will sane 
lion schemes that, h'owever cloaked, 
mej i disaster and ctonfusion, not that 
they will consent by undermining the 
foundation of a safe currency to en- 
danger the bemeflcent character and 
purposes of their government. 


Now, 
fellow citizens, Mr. Clex-eland 


said In his short message to congress 
that he proposed to give them a busi- 
ness message. This advice which he 
noted upon, as I have stated to you, j 
ad e sent in his »s«sa*e. 
Thislnqb-h | 


when he cent in his memsagre to repeal 
the silver law, and in the letter that 
he wrote in 1898 when Bryan was run- 
ntiur for tb« first time, is as sound to- 
'tay «s it was then. Hte n«» n^>t 
felt (t was necessary for him to e*w«ss 
htnvfclf ftutfcer unwi thjs subject but 
he has Mjatlnnftd hi? statement as to 
how h« leotn at the »llv*r Question and 
the mon»y <iu»stlon.

My friends, don't mistake yourselves 


The sliver question is us much of an 
issue today as It was when Mr .Bryan 
started out upon it. He hu.s found it 
to be unpopular in the cast; he: finds 
that the people arc- caichinjj onto it, 
but when you examine, .( you liavo a 
chance to examine* his book, "Thp last 
conflict," as he t«rtrf. it. 
I had an 


opportunity to get one the other day, 
as I wanted to see what ho said, ami I 
must toll vou about it, for I was real- 
ly a little surprised. I sent a book 
agent, who brings books Into the .store 
where I am in New York, and I buy 
of him ae ofton as I can, for I huvr- 
known him a good many years, ami ;it 
one time he was connected as sal»sman 
with the Arnold print works and \ve 
liko to help him all WP fan. I -™:ive 
him some money and told him I want- 
ed him to find a cony of this book o£ 
Mr. Bryan's for rnr-. He started out at 
8 o'clock in the morning and he came 
in about 4 in the aftprnUon with the- 
book under his arm. It wus a l i t t l e 
soiled. 
I saifl to him, "John, where 


did you get it?" HP said, "I have 
been in every bookstore in New York, 
and I finally \vfnL down to a •sprond- 
hand book store and that was the 
only place where I could find H." 
(Laughter.) It struck me that 
it 


wasn't a very popular book and that 
people were tired of it. 


In perusing that book as I did in 


coming up on the train, and read- 
ing extracts of the speeches hp DUt into 
it himself, I was particularly struck 
with the closing page. He winds up 
—this was after he was defeated— by 
stating that the battle had only com- 
menced and lie takes an oath that if 
God allow him to live he will fisfht 
for free silver as long ass r. > lives; that 
defeat is not dishtartening- to him: 
that it only makes him more earnest 
to work for the free coinage of sil- 
ver. 


Bryan the Idealist 


That brings to my mind the kind 


of man Mr. Bryan is. You have met 
him; 
I never have seen him, but I 


kr.V>w the 
fa.ro rCi>fe> drnrnrassloin he 


made when he was here. 


He ts a, warm-hearted gentleman 


and a gentleman in every sense of the 
word, a man who stands well as a 
man, 
a 
scholar 
and 
an 
orator. 


But, 
fellow 
citizens, 
if 
any 


man will read his writings or listen to 
his speeches, he will scon get an idea 
of the kind of man he is. While he 
is sincere, he is an idealist. He has 
an idea that he resembles Abraham 
Lincoln, that he is the second comine 
of a man like Lincoln, and that he is 
going to be elected president. 


This idea is apparent all the wav 


through him from beginning- to end. 
But you will also 
be particularly 


struck, I think, with the way he speaks 
in exciting1 the prejudice of the people 
and magnifying 
their troubles. ari>l 


then pointing out thati f they would 
only take his, as I call it, cuack me- 
dicine, 
they 
will 
be 
all 
richt. 


(Laughter.) I am particularly struck 
with that. 


New York Chamber of 
Now I want to read something from 


the action recently taken by the New 
York chamber of commerce, an organ- 
ization which takes in all of the busi- 
ness men in the city of New York, and 
whose object is to look after every- 
thing pertaining to the welfare of trade 
and the prosperity of the country in 
every way. They have issued an ap- 
peal to the people of the country to 
vote against William J. Bryan on ac- 
count of his attitude on the silver 
question. They took the matter UD at 
length and passed these resolutions: 


"Epsolved, That the following ap- 


peal be adopted and printed for gen- 
eral cUstribution and sent to the vari- 
ous comme:-cial bodies of the country. 


"To toe commercial bodies and busi- 


ness men of the United States: 


"Four years ago this chamber iss-ued 


an' appeal to you to unite in a vigorous 
effort to urge -the selection of dele- 
gates to the political conventions of 
both great parties of the country who 
would advocate clear and distinct plat- 
form utterances in favor of the pres- 
ent gold standard of value, 
on 
the 


ground that the time had passed (if it 
ever existed) for any halting, doubtful 
phrasing to express the meaning- of 
political parties .upon this great and 
vital subject and it was important to 
every business man, producer and 
wage earner t'o put a stop to the enor- 
mous cost of the government and to all 
of our people resulting- from the con- 
tinuantee 'of the agitation in favor of 
free coinage of silver, which stood in 
the way of a revival of confidence and 
national business- prosperity. 


"As a result of the election then held 


the cause of sound money was strength 
ened, confidence was restored and the 
commercial activity of the country ha* 
been unparalleled. Unfortunately this 
question has not been settled, .mil its 
issue is again pending Jn the election 
about to take place. 


"The chamber of commerce of this 


city, realizing the peril of this agita- 
tion, the sensitive character of credit 
when attacked, and knowing that the 
jjujij .-.iHMiiarri is Inn uiily standard upon 
which permanent prosperity can rest, 
believes now that the time has again 
come for commercial bodies anld all 
men, 
whether engaged in farming-, man 


ufacture or trade, to unite in removing 
from political agitation once and for- 
ever the question of the standard of 
vAluc upon which all the- business ol 
this counltry is transacted. The ques- 
tion has risen above and beyond all 
parties and creeds, and now involves 
the honor of the nation and the integ- 
rity of the individual. 


"Therefore this appeal is made."

It has been generally 
given out that she was constructed as 
a yacht for Mr. Flint's personal use, 
but rumors have been persistent that 
she was built under contract with one 
of the South American governments 
for service* as a torpedo boat.

fully. His fungi are indeed deadly, and 
he wears a fine suit of armor, but the 
Beer uud the wild hog never fail to at- 
tack him, and he baa an enemy of his 
own kind still more dangerous to him. 


Snakes may be divided into three class- 


es, those which are venomous, the con- 
strictors and those which are neither. 
Unless the second of these are wonderful 
for their size they secure little of our at- 
tention, and yet they are generally beau- 
tiful in colors, mo&t graceful in action 
and often among our best friends. 


In Florida we have two constrictors es- 


pecially 
noticeable, 
the 
black racer, 


which grows to the length of 12 feet and 
makes a business of warring on rats, aril 
the king snake, whose mission seems to 
be the extermination of the rattler. 


One day I was returning from a day's 


hunt, at peace with the world and mybelf, 
when 1 heard a squirrel scoldinj* as if he 
were a ward politician the night before 
election. The noise he made was so loud 
and insistent that I turned out of my 
way to see what could be the matter. 1 
found the little fellow on the trunk of « 
pine about ten feet from the ground, 
jumping about as if in convulsions. He 
would flourish his tail wildly, scold In 
auger, threaten an assault, run back a 
little way up the trunk and then return 
and scold again. 


1 looked carefully and saw that his an- 


ger was directed at a rattlesnake that lay 
coiled at the foot of the tree. The snake 
was compressed into a ball, from the 
middle of which its rattle sounded con- 
tinuously. 
Its blazing little eyes were 


fixed unchangingly upon those of the 
squirrel. The buzz, buzz droned on the 
summer air with a sleepy effect, but the 
squirrel scolded in an ever ascending key. 
But for the hint of the squirrel's eyes I 
couid not have located the rattler. His 
color and his variegated markings offered 
but little contrast to his surroundings. 
His monotone of noise was indefinite, and 
to sight as well as in sound he seemed 
only a blur on the background of dark 
sand on which he lay. 


Was the squirrel only curious to satisfy 


himself as to the character of that 
strange object or wag he hypnotized? I 
hare often amused myself by eicitiug the 
violent curiosity of the little animal, but 
never did a waving or jumping object 
awaken such intense and painful emotion 
as the rattler always demands. I knew 
what must follow soon—that the squir- 
rel's cries would grow weak; that he 
would grow dizzy and finally tumble from 
the tree, hang a moment by one claw 
and then drop into the jaws of the living 
dc-ath that lay in wait. I had raised my 
lifle to save the little fellow, when the 
tragedy was interrupted from another 
quarter. 


Swift as light a form raced on the 


stage. It was clothed in a gleaming coat 
of beautiful white -and 
black spots.

A CURIOUS EXPERIMENT. 


(t Can Be^Ferfoi-med at ~k Coat of a 


Few Cents. 


A curious experiment which any one 


can perform at the cost of a few cents ia 
herewith explained: 


Bu3" an ounce of liquid sodium amal- 


gam, a sheet ot aluminium costing a few 
cents and about six inches of stout cop- 
per wire. With a file sharpen one end of 
the copper wire so as to give it the shape 
of a pencil. Rub off the surface of the 
aluminium plate with a knife just before 
beginning the experiment. 


Dip the pointed end of the wire into 


the amalgam and after removing it, cov- 
ered with, the liquid alloy, write or draw 
on the aluminium plate. 
Dip your wire 


into the amalgam from lime to time just 
as if you were writing with pen and ink. 
Never mind the fact that your ink is a 
metal and that your pen seems to write 
nothing but scratches. Finish your work 
and then watch and see what happens. 


The lines just traced by your pen will 


suddenly assume a dull whitish tint, con- 
trasting with the brightness of the metal. 
Then thej will rise above the metallic 
surface at the rate of about one inch an 
hour. 
In Ipss than five minutes your 


drawing will ba in strong relief. 
You 


may wipe out the white substance which 
has thus sprun- from the metal, but it 
will develop iig.iin with the same vigor 
as would some kind of mushroom gifted 
with the rather abnormal property of 
thriving on metallic ground. 


These white formations consist princi- 


pally of alumina. 
The cause of their 


growth is the formation of an amalgam 
of aluminium in which that metal is in a 
molecular state altogether different from 
that in which it exists in its coherent 
form. Although mercury has less affinity 
for oxygen than aluminium as soon as an 
•Hoy of the two rnotals is made alumin- 
ium loses its previous chemical inertia 
and undergoes a slow combustion the 
product or which is alumina. 


Sodium pla.rs no direct part in the reac- 


tion, yet without it I found it difficult to 
get the mercury to niihero to the alumini- 
um. Sodium facilitates also the adhesion 
of mercury to the copper wire. The best 
rr-sull=5 are obtained in linmp wfather. If 
the air is dry at ihe moment of the ex- 
periment, re^ul!- just ::<) good will be ob- 
tained hy bi-riuhir.-r Reiitly from time to 
time on the drawing, so as to slightly

THE GREAT RALLY. 


Speech by M. J. Murray with Parade, 


Bonfires and Big Crowds. 


The republicanb of Adams held their 


great rally of the campaign last Satur- 
day, with a display of enthusiasm that 
even in the enthusiastic 
town was 


something remarkable. 
The celebra- , 


lion centered around the rally at which j 
Michael J. Murray of B'oston was the 
only speaker, and waa the occasionl of 
a parade whose chief feature was the 
greeting it received from the town. 


The paraders consisted o fthe mem- 


bers of the Berkshire mills McKinley 
& Roosevelt club, with their drum 
c'orps, and the Germania band. The 
parade formed in front of the opera 
house, and marched through the fol- 
lowing streets: Park,. Columbia, Hoo- 
sac, Summer, Crandall to Edmonds, 
and countermarchin to Center, to Lib- 
erty, to Commercial to the Reeves 
block, and countermarching to Center, 
then around "W. B. Plunkett's house, 
and from there back to the hall. 


All along the line 
of march the 


houses and business places were illu- 
minated, and in many cases decorated, 
W. B. Plunkett's residence being con- 
;picuous with over 200 Japanese lan- 
terns about the premises. 
Red lights 


tvere burned nearly all the way, and 
the hills about the town were illumin- 
ated with bonl fires. The marchers, in 
addition 
to torches, carried Roman 


candles, which added to the brilliancy 
'of the effect. 


The streets through which the parade 


Kent were crowded, it being evident 
that the entire town was out to do 
honor to the principles of McKinleyism 
and sound money. 
The t'ownl which 


President McKinley has so frequently 
honored with visits, was proud in re- 
turn to show its loyalty to him as a 
presidential candidate. 


In the Halt 


The opera house, which at first was j 
not quite filled, many having1 r»- ! 
taained outside to see the parade and j 
;he Illuminations, was quickly filled : 
when the rally began, and never did ! 
it hold a more enthusiastic audience, j 
There was only one speaker, but it is 
to be doubted if any one in Adams ever 
held the closer, more delighted atten- 
tion of his hearers. He was greeted 
with applause as he was introduced, 
applauded 
constantly 
all the way 


through, and given an ovation at Its '; 
close. It. was a triumph of oratory 
which those who heard it will not 
soon forset. 


Frank Sanford, president of the Mc- 


Kinley and Roosevelt club, presided, 
and introduced the speaker very brief- 
ly. The address followed, and at its 
close the club glee club sang a selec- 
tion. 


n. jr. 9Iarr*Y'* Speech 


This ended the meeting: and Mr. 


Murray went at once to the station 
where the last evening train to this 
city had been held to bring him here 
to speak at the rally in Odd Fellows' 
hall. Mr. Murray's speech was as fol- 
lows: 


For weeks the people of this coun- 


try have anxiously waited some decla- 
ration from Mr. Bryan, as to his po- 
sition on the question of paying gov- 
ernment obligations in gold or silver, 
*nd the long continued silence has at 
last been feebly broken in his recent 
-speech in the city of Wilmington, in 
'.he state of Delaware. His answer is 
unsatisfactory in the extreme and can- 
not be lost sight of in this campaign. 


In New York city, his 
numerous 


speeches contained no word on this im- 
portant topic, to the great disappoint- 
ment of the 
nation. The 
American j 


people have expectantly looked for a | 
manly reply to a manly question, only 
to find that the reply when furnished 
is a pure quibble and evasion. The 
Inquiry was a simple and direct one, 
callinsr for a simple and direct answer. 
But this has not come. 


The reply made is the best proof of 


the candidate's unwillingness to dis- 
close to his coutrymen what he means 
to do in this direction, if elected presi- 
dent. 


His plan, which is of the highest 


consequense to capitalists and savings 
bank depositors alike, he refuses to 
divulge. 
The fraud of free silver still 


commands his entire affection. 


"I want the republicans," he said, 


"who want that question answered to 
first find out what the law requires, 
and then I want them to know that, if 
elected president, I will enforce! that 
law, etc." Such equivocation Is worse 
than no answer at all. it fo^ars the 
etanip of the trimmer in politics, and 
lessens public confidence in its author. 
Thorn l.q no avwir! reason wriv Mr Tlryan 
should not tell of his method of treat-: 
ing this question with the same frank- 
ness with which he has manifested his 
plan of dealing with the Philippines 
and other national problems. 


President McKinley believes In pay- 


Ing al Isuch oBTfgalions in gold, and 
what the country wants to know, is, 
on this polnt.whether Mr. Bryan agrees 
with him. More than three months 
have elapsed since the latter was nomi- 
nated for the presidency, yet he has 
found no opportunity to satisfy the 
public mind in this particular. 


Under the act of 1870, bonds and the 


Intercut thereon, Issued by the general 
government are redeemable In coin 
or the standard value of the United 
Btaten, on July 14. 1870, while under 
the act of 1900, such obligation* arc 
payable In gold coin, the language of 
the later act clearly specifying- tho 
kind of coin to be employed in meeting 
these demands. 


Jicpublif an pr-'Milrnt.s li,i\' i;imoim- 


Jjr construed the word coin, In tho act 


of 1870 to mean gold coin, and their 
attitude has substantially aided busi- 
ness. It is just this question Mr. Bry- 
an evades, although it is one he par- 
ticuarly promised to face some weeks 
ago. A dozen words would suffice, and 
set all doubt at rest, yet he refused 
to utter them. 


We are therefore compelled to turn 


to his answer of four years ago, and 
think of him as bound to redeem the 
obligation under the act of 1870 in 
silver, for coin then might have meant 
either gold or silver. In his reply to 
this question six millions of his fellow 
citizens who have laid by two and a 
half billions of money to their credit, 
are deeply interested. The mechanic, 
the laborer and farm hand are entitled 
to his confidence on Oils question as 
well as every other. 


The democratic assertion that trusts 


are the outgrowth of a 
protective 


tariff is successfully contradicted by 
the fact 'that in England where no 
tariff is to be found trusts are created 
and flourish.

been for many years, of combinations 
of capital. The steel rail trust is an- 
other of Great Britain's enterprises, 
coming within this category. In fact 
three hundred and twenty-eight dif- 
ferent business concerns in England 
have consolidated with a capital of 47 
million pounds sterling or 235 millions 
of dollars. The paper manufacturers 
of that country, engaged In the pro- 
duction of wall paper, have combin d 
"witl$n ia fyea.r -with a capital of 30 
millions of dollars. The truth is, these 
enterprises are one of the results of the 
modern conditions of trade and busi- 
ness, and men interested in producing 
commodities on a large scale get togeth 
er and seek incorporation at the door 
usually of some state under democratic 
control whose laws admit of stock wa- 
tering. 
They know under the laws of 


this commonwealth only bona fide en- 
terprises can have corporate existence, 
they thprpfore prfffr to gr> tn demo- 
cratic states like West Virginia, where 
less supervision is had of their conduct 
and where legal requirements are less 
exacting:. 
e Mr. Murray also took up several re- 
marks made by David B. Hill in his 
speech here and made the following 
statements In regard to the "full din- 
ner pail." The full dinner pail is a 
sign of national greatness and not a 
symptom of decay, it represents better 
wages and happier born^s; it means all 
the necessities of life and many of the 
comforts of life; it stai.u«y for more am- 
iable relations between capital and la- 
bor; it means a family educated, well 
fed and well clothed, and this fore- 
shadows the political 
death 
of all 


demagogues who preach 
dissentlon 


among the brethren; it means a more 
law-abiding- people and certain destruc- 
tion to anarchy and disorder, it stands 
for freedom and equality as against 
oppression and slavery. 


The workingman carrying It has an 


assured place in the great march of 
progress and advancement. The re- 
publican first angered democracy by 
putting tin plate on the duties list and 
creating a new industry on American 
shores. "We have incurred their hos- 
tility again by filling the tin dinner 
pail full to the brim with wholesome 
food. 
We have given the diTner pail 


the lace once filled by the American 
soup house.

There was no partisanship but ; 


great deal of politics in the addre=. 
given by Rev. Alice K. Wright at th> 
Universalist church last evening, whei 
she spoke to ar. audience that filled tlv 
church on "The obligations 
of 
ih 


ballot." 
Mrs. Wright is an eloquent 


speaker, and her denunciation 'of those 
who fail to respect the privileges and 
obligations of our political system wiv 
something that will long be remein 
bered by those who heard it. 


In 
introducing the subject Mrs. 


Wright frankly faced those who say 
that politics has no place in the pulpit 
saying in substance: 


Why do I touch onl a subject of such 


awful character that ministers tell UF 
must not be treated from the pulpit? 
Baoause there is no subject which needs 
so much the light of the gospel. 


If Jesus were in North Adams today 


I think he would have spoken in one of 
the churches this morning, and in the 
afternoon he would have gonla into the 
fields, and would haVe spoken to those 
who gathered about him of the coming 
election. He was not afraid to talk 
politics when he was upon earth. 
I 


believe we should have a broadened 
ministry. 
Our ministers 
should be 


broad enough to attend the meetings 
of all parties, arid to treat these sub- 
jects in such a way that they could not 
be accused of partisanship. 


I would have one of the questions 


asked of a minister at his ordination: 
"Are you interested in politics? Aiv 
you sure every year that you know on 
which side you want to vote, and have 
you good reasons for deciding which 
side you favor?" For we must have in 
our ministry men who are patriotic, 
men who are alive to the doings of the 
wtirld, and men who are men. 


Mrs. Wright took for her text Paul's 


words to the Corinthians, "What will 
ye?" She approved of the deei> inter- 
est in the campaign, which made it 
while it was on the only topic of dis- 
cussion, and said it would be a sriev- 
ous day when people were not stirred 
by the solemn responsibility of the 
ballot. Some objectionable thinsrs of 
course grow out of this free discussion, 
the elevation of those whc< are not 
worthy, and partisanship which per- 
verts the truth, but there is no force 
in civilization which makes for its ob- 
servation more than individual con- 
sciousness of obligation in public mat- 
ters. 


Remember that Tuesday is a day of 


privilege, for the ballot is not a right 
but a privilege won by bloodshed and 
strife. The ballot recognizes a man 
on the basis of mannimd alone, and 
the question to all alike on Tuesday is 
"What will ye?" 


It is also a day of obligations, for 


there is no privilege without obliga- 
tion. We should use the ballot, al- 
though it is to us an inherited privi- 
lege, in a way that will honor those 
who had to fisht for it. 


Our first obligation is to use the bal- 


lot. A man who can vote and will not 
cuts himself off from his country. He 
:" not worth the name of citizen. Some

Our second obligation is to use the

The 
oratory, promises, and prejudices that 
characterize th'e campaign all tend to 
lead men away from *i clear view of 
t'leir own beliefs. But if votes are 
thus secured, the result is almost as 
bad for the country as if they were 
b-vuKht for money. So lon^r as man's 
minds can be influenced in these ways, 
any harmful scheme may be proposed 
and carried if it has enousrh of this 
sort of influence.

| of mental lethargy. Men want their

The third obligation is to represent
